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Our  Third  Catalogue 

Another  year  has  rolled  around  and  here  we  are  with 
our  annual  message  to  the  Glad  lovers.  In  spite  of  the 
fact  that  our  fall  sales  have  been  far  larger  than  ever 
before,  we  find  ourselves  at  the  beginning  of  1929  selling 
season  with  a  larger  stock  than  we  had  in  January,  1928. 
We  are  going  to  move  a  lot  of  these  bulbs  because  we 
are  going  to  make  it  worth  while  for  you  to  buy  them. 

In  looking  back  over  the  past  year  it  is  a  matter  of  in¬ 
tense  gratification  to  us  that  our  percentage  of  repeat  or¬ 
ders  is  so  large.  Quite  a  few  of  our  customers  have  bought 
each  year  since  we  started.  We  believe  this  means  satis¬ 
faction  and  we  again  wish  to  make  plain  our  policy  that 
at  all  times  it  is  our  intention  to  satisfy  our  customers. 
Occasionally  this  might  be  impossible  because  there  is  no 
plant  that  will  grow  to  perfection  under  every  condition. 
The  Gladiolus,  however,  is  easier  to  grow  than  anything 
else  that  compares  with  it  in  beauty. 

We  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  our  readers  to  the 
fact  that  many  of  the  finest  Glads  have  been  reduced 
materially  in  price  this  season.  There  were  a  wonderful 
lot  of  varieties  introduced  a  few  years  ago  at  very  high 
prices.  These  are  now  selling  at  a  price  where  you  can 
afford  to  buy  them  and  they  are  better  in  many  cases 
than  those  introduced  more  recently.  Among  these  out¬ 
standing  ones  are  several  from  Australia  and  Germany, 
such  as  Marmora,  Coryphee,  Paul  Pfitzer,  etc. 

All  of  our  bulbs  were  grown  on  new  volcanic  ash  soil 
that  had  never  been  used  for  Glads  before.  Stock  was 
treated  with  Semesan  before  planting  as  a  preventative 
of  disease  infection.  We  believe  the  crop  we  harvested  is 
proof  of  the  quality  of  the  soil  and  the  correctness  of 
growing  methods.  We  guarantee  all  bulbs  to  be  true  to 
name.  Our  acreage  is  rogued  very  carefully  almost 
every  day  and  practically  the  only  chance  of  bulbs  not 
being  true  is  when  grown  from  bulblets  we  have  pur¬ 
chased  but  that  did  not  reach  blooming  size  the  past 
season.  If  at  any  time  a  rogue  should  occur  in  the  bulbs 
we  sell,  tell  us  and  we  will  make  it  right. 

We  started  this  business  because  of  love  of  flowers 
and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  us  to  test  the  varieties  and  pass 
them  on  to  you.  We  believe  the  following  pages  contain 
a  list  of  most  of  the  finest  Glads  ever  grown.

While  of  most  varieties 
we  have  quite  a  quantity,  of  others  the  stocks  will  not 
last  through  a  month  of  selling.

As  you  notice,  we  offer  buiblets  of  most  all  kinds. 
We  do  this  without  any  recommendation  as  to  their  pur¬ 
chase  by  amateurs.  Some  of  them  will  grow  as  easily 
as  radish  seed  while  those  of  others  will  require  lots  of 
attention  to  get  any  great  percent  to  germinate. 

To  those  who  are  selling  bulbs  or  flowers  we  will  be 
glad  to  send  our  wholesale  list  which  wall  appear  about 
the  middle  of  January.  If  you  grow  bulbs  in  quantities 
and  are  entitled  to  trade  prices,  ask  for  it. 

During  the  past  season,  we  received  many  letters 
commending  us  on  the  quality  of  our  bulbs*,  liberal  count 
and  general  good  treatment.  We  thank  these  friends 
for  their  kind  words.  In  fact  we  would  have  liked  to 
publish  a  few  of  these  letters  in  this  catalogue  but  de¬ 
cided  that  we  would  rather  have  you  find  out  how  good 
our  bulbs  are  by  trying  them  than  to  give  you  the 
opinions  of  others.
